MEET TO TALK IRRIGATION. 


Yenth National Congress in Session 
at Denver. 

Colosado Springs, Colo., October 6.—The 
tenth national irrigation congress opened 
today under circumstances especially aus- 
picious. Great significance is lent to the 
congress this year through the fact that 
the irrigation movement has been taken 
out of the sphere of merely a propaganda 
and given a national importance, througn 
the action of the last congress in passing 
a bill authorizing the proceeds from the 
sale of state lands to be used for irri- 
gation purposes in the several states.

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FROM ROOSEVELT 


President Sends Wright to Meet 
lhe Skike Leader, 


It Is Reported That Wright Bore 
a Message Asking Mitchell to 
Call Off the Strike in the 
Interest of Hu- . 
manity. 


Philadelphia, October 6.—President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers of 
America, paid a mysterious visit to this 
city today and after remaining here about 
six hours returned to Wilkesbarre. It was 
later learned that President Mitchell had 
met Carroll D. Wright, commissioner of 
labor, but all efforts to locate Mr. Wright 
proved futile. As Mr. Mitchell was about 
to board the train for Wilkesbarre he was 
asked if he nad met an emissary from the 
president, or if he had recelved any 
communication from Mr. Roosevelt. He 
declined to answer all queries excepting 
those. referring to-the situation in the 
coal regions, which, he said, was un- 
cnanged. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., October: 6.—President 
John Mitchell, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, slipped out of town be- 
fore dawn this morning for Philadelphia, 
where he met Carroll D. Wright, United 
States commissioner of labor, who is 


President Roosevelt's personal represen- 
tative on matters pertaining to the an- 
thracite coal strike. Mr. Mitchell re- 
turned here tonight, and made the sim- 
ple statement that he had met the labor 
commissioner. He refused absolutely to 
discuss his visit to Philadelphia, de- 
clined to say where in Philadelpnaia he 
met Mr. Wright or what passed between 
them. Subsequently he informed a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press that 
he saw other gentlemen while there, but 
declined to disclose their identity. 

In the view that Mr. Wright is close to 
President Roosevelt, there is a general 
impression jfere« that the commissioner 
carried a message from the chief, exec- 
utive to Mr. Mitchell. A rumor which 
cannot be verified ig in circulation here 
tonight that President Roosevelt has ap- 
pealed to Mr. Mitchell to end the strike 
in the cause of humanity. 

Interest in Mr. Mitchell's mysterious 
trip was intense all day and evening 
about headquarters. All the local district 
leaders called and scores of mine work- 
ers were in evidence. No one seemed to 
know anything and all were of the be- 
lief that some sort of a mave is contem- 
plated. Mr. Mitchell granted the news- 
paper correspondent a brief interview, 
simply telling them he met Mr. Wright 
and then he and the district presidents 
went into conference. 

Address Issued by Mitchell. 


The conference between Mr. Mitchell and 

his district presidents confinued until 
11:15 p. m. and at 11:30 o’clock, five min- 
utes before the national president left 
for Buffalo, he gave to the press the 
following statement, which was hur- 
riedly prepared after he returned from 
Philadelphia tonight: 

‘“‘Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 6.—To Dis- 
trict Secretaries and All Mine Workers in 
the Anthracite Field: 

“You have, no doubt, read in the daily 
papers the proceedings of the conference 
at the White house last Friday at wnaich 
your officers proposed an immediate re- 
sumption of work if the operators would 
agree with us to refer the questions at 
issue in the strike to the decision of the 
president of the United States and a tri- 
bunal named by him. You Rave noted 
the reply of the presidents of the coal 
carrying roads, in which they responded 
to our overtures by denouncing your 
union, its members and officers in the 
most vehement and malicious manner pos- 
sible. They also declared that a large 
majority of the strikers would return to 
work if given oops | protection, and 
they demanded that the president send 
United States troops to the coal fields. 

“In order to demonstrate to the people 
of our country that the statements of the 
operators are unfounded and that the 
mine workers are law-abiding citizens, 
tne officers of all local unions should call 
mass meetings of all men on strike, 
union ‘and non-union, such meetings to 
be held in each mining town at 2 o’clock 
Wednesday. October 8. We know that the 
mine workers are not restrained from 
going to work by fear of bodily harm, and 
if this is the sentiment prevailing at the 
meetings, resolutions should be adopted 
emphatically declaring the statements of 
the operators to be untrue. 

“We also advise that acts of lawless- 
ness by the coal and iron police and by 
strikers be denounced and the services 
of members of the union tendered tne lo- 
eal authorities te preserve law and order. 

“Great care should be exercised that 
those on strike do not permit themselves 
to be provoked bv the coal and iron po- 
lice into the commission of overt acts. 
The operators, failing to break the strike 
and deprive you of vour well-earned vic- 
torv. are now attempting to array prbiic 
sentiment against vou by makine false 
claims that a refen of terror exists in 
the col flelds. Be eteadfast and true 
while this strueele for living wages and 
American conditions of emnvlovment is 
goine on. and we have no hesttanew in 
eavine that victorv will he achieved in 
the not distant future. The heart of the 
nation heate in svmnathv with vou, and 
all enod citizens favor vour cause. ‘

London, October 6:—Acording. to a tele- 
gram from Newcastle, 100,000 tons of coal 
‘were sold on the Newcastle coal ex- 
change today for shipment to America. 

Reports from Cardiff say #iat twenty- 
five steamers. have been secured for car~ 
ly sailing from ‘Wales ports for New 
York and Boston, and it is said that 
American purchasers during the last 
week at Cardiff alone totaled 100,000 tons, 
cf which 80,000 tons was for New Yorx. 
The purchases at Swansea last week to- 
taled 20,000 tons. 

It is estimated that the Welsh sales of 
coal for America aggregate 200,000 tons 
since the rush began. 

Anthracite coal is now quoted at the 
highest price which it has ever reached 
in this country. 

A prominent dealer on the coal ex- 
change said to a representative of the 
Associated Press today: 

“I should not be surprised if retail 
coal in London reached $10 per ton during 
the next few weeks.” 

A representative ofa big Swansea an- 
thracite company said: 

“While we are selling every ton of 
hard coal we can spare for America, the 
increase in price is affecting us adverse- 
ly in another way. We Have spent $5,000 
yearly during the last ten years to popt- 
larize anthracite for houge. use in Eng- 
land. We have kept up. stove stores 
and agents in London and elsewhere and 
we were just beginning ‘to make head- 
way, and now this-.big jump in prices 
threatens to put baék our critsade for 
several years at -least.”’ 

The French miners’ strike has not yet 
affected the Welsh market, but if it 
spreads, there will undoubtedly be. a 
further advance in prices. _ | :

Berlin, October 6.—The coal. strike in 
the United States is attracting more and 
more attention here, The newspapers 
print rather full accounts of the confer- 
ences at Washington. The press takes 
sides with the miners and censures the 
operators for their unyielding attitude. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung, regarded as 
the best financial authority in Germany, 
today devotes a leading editorial to the 
strike. It alludes to the spirit of the 
operators as “lunacy of fancied great- 
ness,” and adds: 

‘When the coal combinations sees it is 
able to throw 70,000,000 of people into 
anxiety it will naturally get the idea 
that it holds possession by the grace of 
God, like the potentates of old Europe.’’ 

Coal Imports To Be Rushed. 

Washington, October 6.—The treasury 
department today sent the following let- 
ter to the collectors of the principal 
ports of entry in the United States: 

“Reports indicate that quite a large 
quantity of coal is being imported. If 
any portion of this should arrive at your 
port, the department desires every facil- 
ity afforded for its prompt delivery. So 
far as may be, give consignments of 
coal the preference over everything else, 
and for the present solve all reasonable 
doubts in favor of the coal importer.”’ 

Paris, October 7.—The delegates to the 
National Convention of French Miners 
will meet today to decide whether an im- 
mediate general strike is to be ordered. 
Agitation ip favor of this measure has 
been in progress for some time. 

It is estimated that 25,000 men have al- 
ready stopped work in the northern coal 
fields, but no serious disorders have yet 
occurred, the government having sent 
gendarmes and troops to the threatened 
points. 

The demands of the miners include fixed 
minimum wages, an eight-hour day and 
the establishment of old age pensions. A 
strong minority of the miners is actively 


opposing the strike. 


GOING TO COURT 
TO STOP STRIKE 


Coal Land Owners Who Have 
Leased to Railways-May 
Take Action, 


Bangor, Me., October 6.—C. M. Holman, 
of. this city, who is a part owner in 
goal mines in Pennsylvania, of which 
the Philadelphia and Reading company 
are lessees, is considering the question of 
making application to the courts for an 
injunction fo comipel: the’ coal ‘operators 
to open the mines and resume opera- 
tions at once. As the property is leased 
on a royalty, Mr. Holman says tit no 
income has been derived since the mines 
were shut.down and that the actual 
owners of the mines are among the 
principal sufferers from the strike, 

He says also that a great many of 
the owners are in sympathy with the 
strikers, but are helpless, at least in 
Pennsylvania, as the courts have held 
that the lessees have full control. 

Mr. Holman has wired President Roose- 
velt that the interests of the owners 
entitle them to representation in any con- 
ference which may be held with refer- 
ence to a settlement of the strike. 

Kerr Talks of Leases. 

New York, October 6—John B. Kerr, 
general counsel for the New York, On- 
tario and Western railroad, speaking of 
the report from Boston that certain New 
England owners of coal mining proper- 
ties in the anthracite fields in Pennsyl- 
vania that are held under lease by the 
operators are talking of beginning suit 
te break the leases’ because their royal- 
ties have stopped since the strike began, 
had this to say of the matter: . 

“Tn. the first place,. there are very few 
New England owners of coal lands in 
Pennsylvania. Then, all the leases, 80 
far as T know, contain strike clauses, 
They wsrovide that im case’ of a strike, 
when lessee is willing to pay the pre- 
vailing -wages to his employees, he is 
excused from the payment of royalties

Toephe ‘leases also provide that the

“In other words, all the leases I kno 
anything about place the lessee in the 
position in which the owner would be 
placed if he were operating the mines. 

“Tf an operator attempts to cut . the 
wages of his men to less than the pre- 
vailing wages and they strike, he is 
not excused by the strike clause. But 
in the present instance, the operators — 
willing to pay the prevailing wages #& 
are from the payment of royai- 


ties."’

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BRYAN’S VIEWS 
ON THE STRIKE 


He Thinks the President 
Should Call an Extra Ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Lincoln, Nebr., October 6.—In a state- 
ment made this evening W..J. Bryan says 
President Roosevelt should be commend- 
ed for his efforts to settle the miners’ 
strike. He suggests, however, that since 
the operators decline to arbitrate, ‘the 
president’se hands are tied, and urges him 
to call an extra session of congress. Five 
measures, Mr. Bryan says, should be 
raised for passage. Summariged these are, 
in Mr. Bryan's language: 

“A law establishing a national board of 
anbitration, consisting of three to five 
members, to consider and report on all 
controversies between corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and their 
employees;.a law abolishing government 
by injuunction;: a law-that will discrimi- 
nate between the natural made man cre- 
ated by the Almighty and the corporate 
giant created by legislation; a law tak- 
ing the tariff off coal; a law which will 
prevent flroads engaged in interstate 
commerce m operating coal mines ex- 
cept for the purpose of supplying fuel 
for their own engines.” 


Want the Coal Lands Seized. 

New Haven, Conn., October 6.—After 
one of the hottest debates in the his- 
tory of the city’s municipal boards the 
aldermen. tonight passed a _ resolution 
-to be sent to President Roosevelt. It 
ealls upon the president to ‘immediately 
declare the. coal lands public property 
after due compensation, and to have 
them held so by the government just 
as Abraham Lincoln rose superior to a 
greater difficulty in emancipating the 
slaves.”’

Sargent Sent to Mitchell. 

Washington, October 6-—There was 
only one development of importance in 
the coal strike situation today. Frank 
P,. Sargent, commissioner of immigra- 
tion, and for many ‘years chief of .the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
had a.long interview with President 
Roosevelt today and left Washington 
very soon afterwards. Mr, Sargent in- 
dicated that the interview  cotwerned 
the coal strike, but te would not discuss 
the matter.. From the fact that he al- 
ways had been influential with labor or- 
ganizations, it is generally believed that 
he is intrusted with a message to Presi- 
dent Mitchell, of the miners’ union, It 
is also said that Mr. Sargent is to meet 
Mr. Mitchell in Philadelphia and deliver 
the message of the president, urging 
that the miners end the strike in the 
interests of the public, 

While many propositions have been 
under discussion it is almost certain 
that the administration is taking up only 
one plan at a time. The present plan 
is that outlined in the Associated Press 
dispatches Saturday and Sunday, and 
contemplates an end of the strike by the 
action of President Mitchell and his as- 
sociates, and a full investigation of the 
mining conditions later.

BROWNS RUSH ~ 
BLUE POSITION 


But They Suffered Fright- 
fully in Delivering Their 
Attack. 


Fort Riley, Kans., October 6.—While 
fully as practical ag any of the preceding 
maneuvers, today’s exercises contained a 
larger element of the spectacular than 
any that have preceded them, and it is 
not likely that any of those still to come 
will equal the work of today. 

Major Leach, of the negineers, com- 
manding the blues, defended a position 
with what al] .the military critics con- 
ceded was very great skill. General 
Kobbe, leading the browns, made dispo- 
‘pitions for attack that were praised fully 
as highly as Major Leach’s defensive dis- 
position. Moreoyer, General Kobbe push- 
ed home his attack with a flierceness and 
energy. which, had the combat occurred 
in actual warfare, must. have caused 
heavy losses to both sides. 

At the close of the fighting General 
Kobbe had been badly crippled, but he 
was coming on to make a final rush for 
the trenches. His men were dashing 
down a slope fully exposed to the rifle 
fire or an entrenched line, and dfter de- 
scending this and passing through a ra- 
vine his men had still 300 yards of open 
ground to cross before reaching the en- 
trenchments. The critics say that it was 
hardly posstble to do this. Still, General 
Kobbe had two full imaginary regiments 
in reserve, and even though repulsed the 
first time, his game was far from being 
played to the finish. 

: The Battle Begins, 

General Kobhe commenced his attack 
by sending detachments 
flanks of the blue line to create apprehen- 
sion for the blue combination, while he 
pushed his artillery straight up to Mor- 


vation. His batteries were seen for nhear- 
ly an hour before they opened, ‘the de- 
lay being for the purpose of allowing the 
flanking columns to march into position. 
Suddenly, on the slope of Morris hill, a 
crimson fiag fluttered in the air, indi- 
cating the batteries were firing upon 
other artillery, the puffs of waite smoke 
shot into the air, 3,800 yards from the 
blue, and the battle opened. 

Genera] Kobbe'’s artillery kept up a rap- 
id fire, his object being ,to provoke a re- 
ply from the blues, and ,thus unmask 
their positions. The blues held quiet for 
a time, but finally Menopher’s two mount- 
ed guns opened_on.the left, as did the 
two of Adams’ Sixth battery. They fired 
but a few times, however, and then were 
silenced. Meanwhile the Brown infantry 
was coming in steadily across the flelds, 
straight on to the blues’ entrenchment, 
When fairly-over the crest the blues sim- 
ply shot them into constructive * little 
pieces, and four companies of the Twenty- 
second were lost to General Kobbe. 

Brown Artillery in Action. 

The Brown artillery now came fiying 
down from Morris hill and while part of 
it took position at 2,000 yards, several 
other guns were cleverly pushed up beaind 
a ridge into, a splendid position at 1,200 
yards. Other guns moved on: ‘to the 
brown right and came dashing over the 
ridge not more than 400 yards distant. 
They were all bunched in relief against 
the: sky ‘line. Before they could regain 
the safe side of the ridge an entire brown 
battery anda platoon, eight guns in all, 
were deprived of all usefulness. Other 
guns were pushed forward, and kept up 
a steady fire on the blue entrenchments, 
and then another battalion of the Twen- 
ty-second, together with the CGolorado 
battalion, came forwarf on the run, to 
charge the blue entrenchments. They 
came, fully exposed, down 200 yards of hill- 
side, and suffered frightfully from the 
fire that met them. While this fight was 
going on in the center, brown flanking 
parties were making it warm on both 
flanks, but they did not secure any foot- 
hold upon the blue line.

Camp Roosevélt- Is. Formally -Dedi- 
cated by Secretary of State’Hay, 
Who Pays Tribute to the 
Valor of the Grand 
Army. 


Washington, October 6-—-The cerem? 
nies incident to the beginning of. the 
thirty-sixth encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, which com- 
menced here today, were varied in char- 
acter and mostly only semi-official. The 
only formal proceeding of the day was 
the dedication of Camp Roosevelt, the 
tent city .ef the white house grounds, 
which will be the headquarters of the 
several corps organizationg during the 
week. The ceremonies there consisted 
of a number of addresses by men of na- 
tional reputation, the chief speech being 
delivered by Secretary Hay. 

For the rest, the old soldiers busied 
‘themselves largely in renewing the ac- 
quaintances of forty’ years ago and in 
manifesting their’ appreciation of the 
weleome extended to them’ by tte‘ capital 
city. Of this. welcome they found ‘gen- 
erous evidence on eyery. hand. The 
evenis of the day outside the dedication 
ceremonies at Camp Roosevelt included a 
fine regatta on the Potomac, an attrac- 
tive automobile parade, an interésting 
procession by the Red Men of fhis city 
and neighboring cities, and camp fires in 
the. evening. Commander in Chief Tor- 
rance and his staff kept open house 
all day at the Ebbitt house and received 
many hundreds of callers. 

At night the veterans ahd their friends 
were entertained by an‘ exhibition of fire- 
works on the Washington monument 
grounds. The principal scene represented 
was the rescue of the diplomatic lega- 
tions at Pekin, in which.300 persons were 
engaged. rig 

Brigadier General Jacob H. Smith, who 
was retired by President Roosevelt last 
July on account of his campaign: against 
the natives of Samar, has come _ to 
Washington to attend the Grand Army 
encampment. He spent part of today at 
the war department, visiting old friends. 

Hay Dedicates Camp Roosevelt. 

Camp Roosevelt, which is to be the 
headquarters of the various army corps 
represented here during the week of the 
Grand Army encampment, was formally 
dedicated at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
The camp is on the white lot just west 
of the white house and between that 
building and the Washington monument. 
Addresses were made by Commissioner 
B. F. McFarilasd, of the District of Co- 
lumbia; Secretary of State Hay; Secre- 
tary of the Navy Moody and Com- 
mandeér tn Chief Torrance, of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and others. Mr. 
Hay said’ in part: ° 

“Comrades of the Great Army: In the 
mime of the president and in his stead, 
I bid you, welcome to Washington.’ [ 
nee@ not gay ‘that’on every ‘Inch of 
American soll, wherever” that starry 
banner waves, yeu are at home and need 
no formal words of welcome. But -espe- 
cially in this capital city of the republic 
you fought to preservé, you are the chil- 
dren of the house; the doors are always 
open -to..youk Wherever:you turn . you 
are reminded of the history of Which 
you are a part. From the windows of 
that white house the eyes of many com- 
rades have looked upon this field whose 
names belong to. the ages—Lincoln, 
Grant, 
Roosevelt. In the beautiful squares other 
comrades salute you from the. bronze 
horses of the monumerits where your 
love and loyalty have placed them. 
Across the winding river, the heights 
of Arlington show the white tents of 
Fame’s eternal camping ground, where 
your friends and brothers repose. And,

road, whose gauge is being widened, be- 
longs to another. First 1s the Rockefeller 
group, second is the Speyer group. The 
Speyer group is said to have been con- 
templating buying the control of the In- 
teroceanic railway, which would have 
made the Mexican National railway very 
powerful in raflway affairs here, and the 
government determined to checkmate the 
great American railway consolidators by 
buying the Interoceanic for itself and so 
preventing the approach of monopoly, 
which it claims to have foreseen in trans- 
portation. 

It might, says El Economista, have been 
superficially judged that with the Mexi- 
can Central group on one side and the

no peril from lack of competition in rall- 
way rates, but recent American history 
shows that great rivals often combine 
interests and make the public defenseless.

‘American Consolidators Force 


Government Into Business, 


Diaz Feared That Rockefeller and 
Speyer Would Get Control of All 
Transportation Lines and 
Acted To Protect the 
Public. 


Mexico City, October 6.—El Economista 
leading weekly of the 


financial world, which reflects official 


| views to some extent, has a remarkable 


article on the recent purchase by the gov- 
ernment of the controlling interest in the 
Interoceanic railway between this city 
and the port of Vera Cruz. 

El Economista traces the*growing pow- 
er of great railway cémpanies here, in- 
creasing continually by consolidations 
and purchases of connecting lines, and de- 
clares that the Mexican Central railway 
with its new acquisitions, is at the head 
of one group, while the Nationa] rail- 
road, whose gauge is being widened, be- 
longs to another. First 1s the Rockefeller 
group, second is the Speyer group. The 
Speyer group is said to have been con- 
templating buying the control of the In- 
teroceanic railway, which would have 
made the Mexican National railway very 
powerful in railway affairs here, and the 
government determined to checkmate the 
great American railway consolidators by 
buying the Interoceanic for itself and so 
preventing the approach of monopoly, 
which it claims to have foreseen in trans- 
portation. 

It might, says El Economista, have been 
superficially judged that with the Mexi- 
can Central group on one side and the 
Speyer group on the other there could be 
no peril from lack of competition in raill- 
way rates, but recent American history 
shows that great rivals often combine 
interests and make the public defenseless, 
The paper continues: 


“Great corporations operating here, ft 
is said, are agitating for the adoption of 


‘the gold standard and there is danger 


that the railways, which by no means 
have put up their rates to the maximum 
permitted by their charters, may raise 
rates and so the public would nave to 
suffer. The railway compahies have to 
meet gold interest abroad and they re- 
quire more money in proportion as sil- 
ver depreciates. The government, made 
a wise and sagacious move in taking over 
the Interoceanic railway, and so estab- 
lished a healthy contro] of the railway 
situation in favor of the general public. 
This course is but following the policy 
of the government in the matter of the 
grain monopoly, which the government 
broke down.”

GALLOWS CALENDAR WILL 
ECLIPSE PREVIOUS YEARS 


Majority of Murder Cases Come from 
South Mississippi and the Delta. 
Petitions for the Pardon 
of Jackson, Serving 
Life Term. 


Jackson, Miss., October 6.—(Special.— 
Appeal records in murder cases wherein 
the lower courts have affixed the death 
sentence continue to arrive at the su- 
preme court and are being docketed for 
the regular October term, which con- 
venes next Monday. 

Up to date appeals have been taken in 
twenty-eight murder cases and several 
more are to arrive before the court con- 
venes. the transcripts of iower court 
records not having been completed and 
placed in shape for filing. 

The supreme court eclipsed all previous 
records last year in handing out death 
sentences and a week rarely passed with- 
out the date being fixed for one or more 
legal executions. The court now promises 
to eclipse its last year’s record and the 
grewsome calendar of the gallows seems 
to have had little effect in reducing the 
number of murders or producing a salu- 
tary effect in the lawless sections of the 
state. Some hotbeds of crime have been 
cleaned out, but reports of killings by 
the score pour in from other sections and 
it is a noticeabie fact that the percentage 
of negro murders and murderers is in- 
creasing at a phenomenal rate, and they 
are confined chiefly to the younggq &sen- 
eration “of the race. The killing of a 
negress by her paramour, or vice versa, 
has become so common as to attract no 
comment, and it is this class of crime 
with which the supreme court will prin- 
Cipally deal in the death sentence cases 
at the coming term, 

The delta and south Mississippi will 
furnish 2 majority of the murder cases of 
the term and the number of appeal cases 
received is small as compared with the 
number of murders committed. A Coving- 
ton county paper, for instance, states 
that within the past eight years between 


“thirty and forty men have been killed in

that county, yet not a single hanging has 
occurred during the period, and the paper 
wants to know where the “slip gap’’ is 
iccated, believing that two or three old- 
time hangings will have a good effect on 
the lawless element who do not regard 
the value of human life, but treat it as 
a commodity of exceeding cheapness.

BONDS OF RAILROAD CO. 


Made Motion To Set Aside Decree 
Through Which Company Ac- 
quired Other Property. 


Jackson, Miss., October 6.—(Speclal.)— 
Two million dollars is involved in the 
suit of Grigsby Thomas, of Georgia, and 
apsociates against the Alabama and 
Vicksburg railway, which was called for 
hearing in the Hinds county chancery 
court this morning.

Republicans and Populists Fuse in 
Covington County—Two Popu- 
lists Named by the Repub- 
licans—Stegnfeld Opens 
His Campaign. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 6.—(Specia].) 
This was the last day on which certifi- 
cates of nomination to state offices and 
congress could be filed in the office of 
Secretary of state and the roll of can- 
didates who can get on the official ballot 
is now complete. Some of the nominees 
for congress got in at the last moment, 
Moses W. Garden having been nomi- 
nated by the republican committee for tthe 
third district only last Saturday. F. F. 
Koerber, democrat, was nominated, but 
declined, 

Both ‘democrats and republicans have 
full state and congressional tickets. 

The socialist party nominated Buel An- 
drus for commissioner of agriculture and 
industries, and also put out Fred Len- 
non as a candidate for congress in the 
ninth, or Birmingham, district. In the 
first district there are two republican 
nominees for congress, E. H. Hubbard, 
for the lily whftes, and Dr. George H. 
Wilkerson for the other wing, which de- 
clines to throw over the negro. 

W. T. L. Cofer sent down a petition in 
regular form as an independent candi- 
date for congress in the seventh district. 

Rev. W. D. Gay, the picturseque Mont- 
gomery minister, who has become a fol- 
lower of Dowie, and who has been run- 
ning and canvassing the state as pro- 
hibition candidate for governor, aid not 
get in his petition, and is shut out. 

Fusion in Covington County. 

Julius Sternfleld, republican candidate 
for congress in/the Montgomery district, 
opened his campaign at Andalusia, and 
on the same occasion the republicans and 
populists of Covington county met and ef- 
fected a complete fusion.

with the franchise amendment to the 
constitution, and that any negro who be- 
comes 21 years old in 1908 who cannot 
meet the requirements of the amended 
constitution is unworthy to be a voter.

Pennsylvania College President.

Having this view, then, of the vari- 
ableness of a state’s unitary entity, it 
is not strange that he declares that 
President Lincoln was essentially 
wrong in holdjng that the southern 
states never left the union, never lost 
during the war, and because of it 
their rights as states of the union, and 
that they were but the victims of 
secessionists who usurped their pow- 
érs and for a time perverted their 
status as to the union and its lawful 
government, 

He admits that President Johnson 
attempted to “restore” the southern 
states according to the Lincoln view, 
but he argues that neither of them, 
nor any executive, could constitu- 
tionally do that. 

Therefore, Professor Burgess justi- 
fies the right of congress to take the 
work from the executive and proceed 
to “reconstruct” these southern states 
afresh and in their new form “re- 
admit” them to the union as if they 
had never before been integers of its 
constituency. Nevertheless, he de- 
nounces the radical methods by which 
congress did its work, and declares 
the reconstruction act of 1867 “the 
most brutal proposition ever  intro- 
duced into the congress of the United 
States!” And with reference to negro 
enfranchisement he says “congress did 
a monstrous thing, and committed a 
great political error, if not a sin!” 

The volume is intensely interesting 
in all its chapters, and we would like 
to give it more exhaustive attention, 
but space forbids; but we can heartily 
commend it to those who wish to 
study intimately that most interesting 
period of southern history that was 
covered by the regime of reconstruc- 
tion.

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Captain Jack’s Success. 

The latest advices from Manila in- 
dicate that the rebelling Moros have 
had some sense shot into them by the 
troops under Captain Pershing. The 
decisive success of the expedition 
against those sultans who “andertook 
to make war upon the Americans will 
doubtless have the most salutary ef- 
fect. 

The fact that the several hundred 
thousand fighting Mohammedans of 
the great island of Mindanao are di- 
vided into a number of tribes or clans, 
each with its sultan or datto at its 
head, and that there is no bond of 
union between these separate clans 
except that of religion is largely re- 
sponsible for this government’s. es- 
cape from a very nasty complication. 
If these Mohammedans, all fighting 
men, were to combine against us as 
they did against the Spaniards, there 
would be little hope of American 
occupation of the island without great 
loss of life. 

As it is, however, the more power- 
ful of the rulers have refused to join 
those of their fellow religionists who 
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| republican party, if it is to continue 


its already begun programme of co- 
lonial government in our island pos- 
sessions, from adopting toto caleo the 
views of the southern people with re- 
gard to the political status and rights 
of the negroes. And he affirms that 
the white men of the south need no 
more fear that the republican party 
will ever again seek to enforce upon 
them its former views of the equality 
of man! 

Coming from a republican and a 
man who is an able student of politi- 
cal problems, these views are signifi- 
cant and not at all contrary to the 
tangible trend of policy latterly adopt- 
ed by the republican leaders. It is a 
disappointing outlook for the negro, 
of course, but the final result will be 
the inevitable vindication of the Cau- 
casian instinct and the true ends of 
government as the organ of civiliza- 
tion by evolution.

Foraker’s Novel Contention. 

The most novel suggestion that has 
yet come concerning the trusts éma- 
nates from that distinguished Ohio 
republican Fire-alarm Foraker. 

According to Senator Foraker, the 
reason the trusts should be let alone 
is that everybody these days is 4 
stockholder in one or more of them. 
Here is his argument: 

I do not think'a constitutional amend- 
ment can be adopted in time to regulate 
any of the trust evils, nor do I even be- 
lieve an amendment is actually necessary. 
It seems to me that commercia}] condi- 
tions will before long regulate and con- 
trol the trusts. Hostile legislation is 
neither necessary nor desirable, because 
you will find, at least here in Ohio, that 
the great mass of the people is becoming 
interested ip the class of industrial and 
transportation securities where the trusts 
have control. . 

Not so long ago, when a farmer saved 
up a few hundred dollars he loaned it out 
to a neighbor, or else he bought another 
piece of land with it. Nowadays, how- 
ever, he buys stock—not at all for specu- 
lation, but merely as a profitable invest- 
ment—in some well-established railroad 
or industrial corporation. 

Mechanics, clerks and the tlass which 
may be called the thrifty are, generally 
speaking, the largest holders of the se- 
curities of the great trust corporations. 
They would not welcome hostile legisla- 
tion, nor would it be to their best inter- 
ests. 


The information that we are all 
trust magnates in greater or less de- 
gree will be a surprise to a good 
many people in this part of the coun- 
try, if nowhere else.

SESSION IN ATLANTA 
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JUDGE DON A. PARDEE, 
Presiding Judge of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Fifth Judicial District. 
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First Session of Important Tribunal Under New Law 
Is Held Here--Judges Pardee, Shelby and 
McCormick on the Bench.

“tnder a recent act of congress provid- 
ing for the holding of one session annually 
in Atlanta of the United States circuit 
court of appeals for the fifth judicial 
circuit, that tribunal was yesterday morn- 
ing convened in this city for the first 
time. The act stipulates that the annual 
session in Atlanta is to be convened on 
the first Monday in October of each year. 
The circuit court of appeals is an inter- 
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JUDGE DAVID °A. SHELBY, of 
Huntsville, Aia., Asseciate Judge 
of Circuit Court of Appeals. 
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“mediate court between the circuit and 


district courts of the United States su- 
preme court, and, with the exception of 
the Atlanta session, in this circuit, sits 
in New Orleans. In civil cases, involving 
small amounts of money, and in misde- 
meanor cases, the decision of this court 
is final, while in other cases an appeal 
may be taken from this court to the 
United States supreme court. Cases in- 
volving constitutional questions are ap- 
pealed direct to the supreme court, and 
are not considered by the circuit court of 
appeals. 

The court is composed of Judge Don A. 
Pardee, senior justice; Judge A. P. Mc- 
Cormick, of Dallas, Tex., and Judge D. 
D. Shelby, of Huntsville, Ala., associate 
justices. Charles H. Lednum, of New 
Orleans, is clerk of the court, and will at- 
tend to its business both in Atlanta and 
New Orleans. The justices, while on the 
bench, wear black judicial gowns, and 
present an imposing appearance. 

The sessions of the court in Atlanta will 
be held in the circuit court room on the 
third floor of the custom house, until the 
new government building is erected, in 
which special quarters will be provided. 
In the new ‘building a valuable library 
will be installed for the benefit of the 
court. 

Only a Formal Session. 

Yesterday’s session was devoted princi- 
pally to the formal opening of the court 
and the admission of six attorneys to 
practice before it. A large number of at- 
torneys were present, and as the three 
justices walked to the bench, they arose 
and remained standing until the justices 
were seated. J. J. Martin, of East Point, 
acting as crier, then announced the court 
open. Clerk Lednum read the act of con- 


‘gress, authorizing the holding of the court 


in this city, and the tribunal was then 
ready for business. The court s in 
session for only a short time, cajobring 
until this morning at 10 o’clock, when the 
eases on the docket will be assigned.

The holding of the court here is an im- 
portant move, and will prove a big benefit 
to the legal profession of the state. The 
lawyers of Georgia can now present and 
argue their cases in Atlanta, while prev- 
iously it was necessary for them to go to 
New Orleans for this purpose. Under the 
act all appeals, writs of error and other 
appellate proceedings which may be taken 
to the circuit court of appeals from the 
circuit or district courts of Georgia shall 
be heard and disposed of by the court 
at its terms in Atlanta, although the 
court has the right to hear appeals or 
writs of error wherever the court shall 
sit in cases of injunctions and in all other 
cases which under the statutes and rules 
or in the opinion of the court are entitled 
to be brought to a speedy hearing. 

The court also has the right to hold 
other sessions in Atlanta, and in such 
other places in the fifth judicial circuit 
as the court may from time to time desig- 
nate. The fifth judicial circult comprises 
the states of Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Florida, Alabama and Georgia.

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ther protection to the fruit srowers. 
The law at present in Georgia restricts 
the importation of trees from other states 
in this way. All nurseries sending trees 
to growers in this state must first send a 


certificate signed by the inspector of the 
state in which the nursery is located. 
When this is done Professor Scott sends 
to the nufseries tags bearing the im- 
print of the state department and no 
bundles of trees sent by express or freight 
can be delivered to consignees in Georgia 
except they are tagged jn this way. Pro- 
fessor Scott is also empowered with ‘the 
right to take any such bundle and in- 
spect them, and if any disease is dis- 
covered destroy all of the trees at once. 

It is by following just such plans as 
these and other equally stringent meas- 
ures that, since the institution of the de- 
partment in this state, it hag been pos- 
sible to protect new territory from the 
dread San Jose scale and keep under con- 
trol the localities where it has already 
gotten a foothold. 


It is the purpose of the ins tors to 
further provide for the fruit sseotntins and 
protect them in every way possible not 
only from the spread of diseases among 
trees at home, but from abroad as well. 

One of. the most important and inter- 
esting of subjects which wil come up for 
discussion at this present meeting is 
that of the crossing of polien. It is al- 
ready an established fact that the cross- 
ing of pollen between different varieties 
has jed to the breeding ofinew varieties 
gombining the best qualitids of both the 
parent blossoms. In -these ex riments 
the pollen of one blossom is mixed with 
the blossom of quite another variety by 
means of a fine camels hair brush In 
the orchardg the bees are generally the 
seat mixers or distributors of the pol- 
en. 

One of the recent experiments 
atracted great attention roe Me apg - 
growers is the planting of an occasional 
persimmon tree in an orchard of peach 
trees. This was done in the Cumberland 
valley -of Pennsylfania and Maryland 
and, is claimed. was attended with good 
results. the idea being that the pollen 
from the persimmon blossom acted asa 
fertilizer when mixed by the bee with 
the blossoms of the peach trees and that 
m te way much better results were ob- 
ained.

TWO WERE HURT 


‘George McWilliams Was Probably 
Fatally Injured. 


BRAKE FAILED TO RESPOND 


Case Was Made Against the Motor- 
man—Car Jumped the Track at 
a Curve—W. A. Webb Had 
His Ankle and Wrist 
Sprained. 


As the result of a brake that didn’t 
work, a trolley car was ditched at the 
corner of Decatur and Hilliard streets 
yesterday morning, and George McWil- 
liams. had his skull crushed and W. A. 
Webb was painfully injured. It is be- 
lieved McWilliams will die. 

The car was coming into the city. The 
route was along Grant to Decatur street. 
Grant street ends at Decatur, on the 
north side. Hilliard street begins on 
south side. At the same corner, on the 
Grant street, from Hunter, to Decatur, 
there is a down grade. The car was 
moving along at a fairly rapid rate. When 
near Decatur street the motorman ap- 
plied the brake, but it didn’t work. He 
says the. tracks were wet, and the car 
Slipped. 

The car must have gained considerable 
speed, for when it reached the curve it 
kept straight ahead and struck a tele- 
phone pole across the street. 

McWilliams attempted to jump from the 
rear end of the car where he was stand- 
ing. In some way his foot got caught 
and he fell forward, his head striking 
the stone pavement. He was then drag- 
ged several yards. 

Webb, who was also on the rear plat- 
form, talking to McWilliams, remained on 
the car. His ankle and wrist were 
sprained. 

McWilliams was taken to Dr. J: H. 
Vining’s drug store near by. He was too 
badly hurt to be removed to the hospital, 
and was given a bed in the rear of the 
drug store. His skull was badly crushed, 
and if he recovers at all, an operation 
will probably have to be performed. 

A ease was made against the motorman 
}in charge of the car, C, T. Jaynes, on the 
charge of running at a reckless rate of 
speed. He will be tried today. 

McWilliams runs a saloon at the corner 
of Decatur street and Piedmont avenue. 
He was at one time a member of the 
police force.
